But “Edited By:”? Was I seriously supposed to believe that 
this guy contributed anything when all the real work was clearly 
accounted for already? 

Then, when I grew older, an even greater surprise awaited 
me: I found that “Edited By:” not only hung around in the credits 
without appearing to really do anything . . . he or she was 
actually the one who was given all the power by whoever 
published the comics. “Edited By:” decided who worked on 
which books. “Edited By:” determined whether or not someone 
would be allowed into the hallowed ranks of comic book 
creators. “Edited By:” even told the writers and artists what they 
could and couldn't do, at least some of the time. This seemed just 
plain wrong to me, and when Ben Dunn made me editor of 
EXTREMELY SILLY COMICS in 1986, all I really did was

contents and an editorial. I gave no advice, | pulled no strings, 
and I really felt | had no deserved claim to a place in the credits:
